The  Registrar  General  has  estimated  the  population 
of  the  district  at  10,170  an  increase  of  670  on  the  prev- 
ious year. 

Once  again  the  vital  statistics  are  most  satisfactory. 
The  infantile  mortality  shows  a slight  decrease,  2 infant- 
ile deaths  compared  to  3 in  1958,  and  there  were  also 
10  more  births.  Both  the  infantile  deaths  were  due  to 
congenital  causes. 

I take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  Council  and  my 
colleagues  for  their  help  during  the  year.

80  dwellings  are  ear- 
marked for  rehousing  people  from  condemned  properties, 
the  other  20  dwellings  to  be  used  for  general  need  hous- 
ing. 

Towards  the  end  of  1959  a number  of  dwellings 
were  completed  and  keys  were  handed  to  10  families  for 
the  first  Bungalows— the  actual  tenancy  date  being  the 
4th  January,  1960. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  some  of  these  people  mov- 
ing from  rents  as  low  as  6/6d.  per  week  are  going  to 
feel  the  new  bungalow  rents  of  £1  9 3d.  per  week 
quite  a pinch.

The  rainfall  over  the  year  and  particularly  June  to 
September  was  exceptionally  low  for  this  area.  The  fig- 
ures for  the  Callywhite  Lane  deposit  gauge  are  very 
high  indeed  during  June,  July,  September  and  October, 
and  were  due  to  two  reasons,  firstly  the  very  low  rain- 
fall, and  secondly,  and  by  far  the  greater  reason,  building 
construction  work  was  being  carried  out  on  the  site  en- 
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tailing  the  removal  of  large  quantities  of  overburden  by 
heavy  lorries  which  passed  very  near  to  the  instruments, 
this  caused  clouds  of  very  fine  dust— hence  the  high 
solids  content. 

In  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government  Circulars  Nos.  5/59  and  13/59,  suggested 
Smoke  Control  Areas  to  cover  the  whole  of  the  Urban 
District  in  8 years  were  submitted  to  the  Council  and  the 
proposals  approved  in  principle.  With  the  ever-increasing 
work  which  is  falling  on  the  Health  Department  the  pos- 
sibility of  attaining  the  target  in  8 years  is  very  much  a 
pipe  dream,  unless  additional  staff  is  provided. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

The  refuse  collection  and  disposal  together  with  the 
collection  of  a certain  amount  of  Trade  Waste  is  done 
with  12  men  full  time  and'  2 men  part  time. 

The  vehicles  used  full  time  are  :— 

A.  Dennis  10  Cubic  yard  side  loader  purchased  on  the 
24th  June,  1946. 

B.  Dennis  7 Cubic  yard  side  loader  purchased  on  the 
10th  May,  1952,  and 

C.  Karrier  Bantam— open  lorry  purchased  on  the  26th 
March,  1959,  used  on  a part  time  basis. 

During  the  year  under  review  Hck  payments  to 
woikmen  cost  £100  8 lOd.  and  we  lost  134  working 
days. 

Due  to  a recession  in  trade  the  bottom  dropped 
right  out  of  the  market  in  respect  of  salvageable  metals, 
i.e.  empty  tin  cans,  and  the  waste  paper  turnover  was 
handicapped  by  a quota  restriction.

There  are  only  4 houses  in  the  Urban  District  Area 
without  a piped  supply  of  water  inside  the  house,  and 
one  of  these  has  a stand  pipe  about  150  yards  from  the 
house. 

One  Bungalow  had  a piped  supply  of  water  put  in 
during  the  latter  part  of  the  year.
